MATH EDUCATION 

Yesterday (March 13), the National Mathematics Advisory Panel released its final report. The panel, 
created by President Bush in April 2006, was charged with making recommendations to the 
President and the Secretary on the best use of scientifically based research to advance the teaching 
and learning of mathematics, with a specific focus on preparation for and success in algebra (grades 
PK-8). Why algebra? It is a "demonstrable gateway to later achievement," needed for higher math 
in hi^h school. Also, completion of Algebra II correlates significantly with success in college and 
future eamings. Panelis ts, including mathematicians, cognitive psychologists, and educators, held 12 
meetings across the country (recemng testimony from 200 indmduals and 150 organizations), 
reviewed 16,000 studies, and scrutinized surveys from 743 algebra teachers. The result is 45 findings 
and recommendations on a range of items, indudihg instructional practices, materials, assessments, 
and teacher professional development Below are some highlights. 

Core Principles of Math Instruction 

• The areas to be studied from pre-kindergarten through eighth-grade should be streamlined, 
and a well-dcfined set of the most important topics should be emphasized in the earfy grades. 
Any approach that rcvisits topics year after year — without brining them to closure — should 
be avoided. 

• Proficiency with whole numbers, fractions, and aspects of geometty and measurement are the 
foundations for algebra. Of these, knowledge of fractions is the most important skill not 
developed among American students. 

• Conceptual unders tanding, computational and procedural fluency, and pioblem-solving skills 
are equally important and mutually reinforce each other. 
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• Students should develop immediate recati of arithmetic facts to firee the "working memory" for 
solving more complex pioblems. 

• More students should be prepared for and offercd an "authentic" algebra course in the eighth-gtade. 
The major topics of school algebra include symbols and exptessions, linear equations, quadratic 
equations, functions, polynomials, and combinatorics and 6nite probability. 

Effective Iustruction Matters 

• Teachers' regular use of formative assessments can improve student learning. 

• The belief that children of particukr ages cannot learn certain content because they are "too young" 
or "not ready" has consistently been shown to be false. 

• Explicit instruction for students who struggle is effecuve in increasing learning. 

• Gifted students should be allowed to accelerate their learning. 

• Publishers should produce shorter, more focused, and more mathemarically accurate textbooks. The 
excessive length of some U.S. textbooks is not necessary for high achievement 

Other Findings 

• Much of the public's "resignation" about math educadon is based on the erroneous idea that success 
comes from inherent talent or ability, not effort A focus on the importance of effort in learning will 
improve outcomes. If students believe that their efforts to learn make them "smarter," they show 
greater persistence in learning. 

• Teachers' math knowledge is important for students' achievement. The preparation of elementary 
and middle school educators should be strengthened. Also, the use of teachers who have specialized 
in elementary math could be an altemanve to increasing all elementary teachers' content knowledge 
by focusing the need for expertise on a fewer teachers. 

• The National Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) and state assessments in math should be 
improved in quality and should emphasize the most critical knowledge and skills leading to algebra.

NCLB UPDATE 

Continuing her national tour, Secretary Spellings visited three more states to discuss critical issues in K-12 
education: North Carolina (3/5), West Virginia (3/7), and New York p/10). Moreover, maximizing the 
agency's outreach, Deputy Secretary Ray Simon visited four states: Arkansas (3/10), Colorado (3/ 12), North 
Dakota (3/13), and New Mexico (3/14). At each location, they presented state-specific No CbildLfftBebind 
information from a new tool recently unveiled by the Department (see 

http://ww.edgov/nclb/accountabiHtv/results/progtess/) . These two-page "dashboards" provide 
statistics on state and NAEP test scores, graduation rates, schools making Adequate Yearly Progress (AYP), 
highly quaEfied teachers, parents taking advantage of choice and supplemental educational service options, 
state participation in flexibiUty options, and more. The simple format, with charts and graphs, reveala bright 
spots as wefl as concerns. Next week, using feedback from these visits, the Secretary will announce a series 
of assessment and accountability actions. 
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On March 6, thc Secretary delivered poignant rematks at the Reading First State Directors Confercnce. 
"Just last week, wc learned that, for the first time, more than one out of every 100 Americans is 
incarcerated," sbe said "Reducing these numbers starts early. It starts with gtving our young people the 
knowledge and skills to succeed in school and in the workforce. I don't need to teli you that reading opens 
the door to history, science, literature, geography, and more. Reading opens the door to opportunity. So, 
instead of cutting runding for programs that are proven to work, let's make them more availablel" In Fiscal 
Year 2008, Congress cut runding for Reading First by 61%. President Bush has proposed restoring runding 
toflbillion.

In a letter to Chief State School Officers (http:/ /www.ed.gov/ admins/lead/ account/ saapr5.pdf) . Assistant 
Secretary for Elementary and Secondary Education Kerri Briggs announced the Department's revised peer 
review process for science assessments. Responding to concerns that the process is not transparent and 
does not furnish timely feedback, she is offering states the opportunity to have face-to-face conversations 
with peers and reccive technical assistance from these experts. Also, in keeping with changes made last fail, 
states may select one of the peers from the list of approved experts for the state's review. This is the first 
year science assessments are required to be administered once each in grades 3-5, 6-9, and 10-12. The 
assessments are not included in determinations of AYP. 



AMERICAN STARS 

The Department is still accepting nominations for its 2008 American Stars of Teaching awards, which 
recognize educators who are boosting student achievement -- using innovative instructional strategies ~ and 
making a difference in the lives of their students. Anyone (students, parents, colleagues, administrators, etc.) 
can nominate an American S tar. After the Department receives a nomination, a verification form is sent to 
the teacher's principal One teacher will be recognized from each state and the District of Columbia. The 
deadline for nominations is March 31.

INTEL SCIENCE AWARDS 

On March 13, Secretary Spellings joined Intel Chairman Craig Barrett to honor Intel Science Talent Search 
(STS) finalists. STS is America's oldest (1942) and most prestigious high school science competition. (Since 
1998, STS has been sponsored by InteL) More than 1,600 students entered the contest this year; the 40 
finalis ts hailed trom 19 states and 35 high schools. The top prize went to Shivani Sud of Durham, North 
Carolina, who developed a model that analyzed the specific "molecular signatures" of tumors from patients 
with Stage II colon cancer. She then used this information to idendfy those at higher risk for tumor 
recurrence and propose potentiaUy effective drugs for treatment. She jotos some esteemed alumni: suc 
Nobel Laureates, three National Medal of Science winners, 1 MacArthur Foundation Fellows, and two

Aftef graduating from iaw achoot, I woriced for 
Congressman Howard Poflock and Ihen for 
Senator Ted Stevens bafore moving to Alaska 
'm 1971. In 1972, 1 wasappointed counsel to 
the Federat-State Land Uae Pbnning 
Commission for Alaska, which was established 
by the Alaska Nattve Claima Settlement Act. 

I have worked for the State of Alaska in various 
capaoMe» for 29 years. fn early 197S. 
Governor Hammond appointed me as his 
Special Counsel to represent Ataska s interest 
during Congressional conskleration of the 
Alaska National Interest Lands Conservatlon 
Act, which was anactsd In December, 1980. 
The Governor later asked me to serve as Commissronar of the Department of Natural 
Resources, where I remained unti January, 1883. 

Since then, I have served sU Govamors as Director of Stata-Federst Relatlons and Special 
Counsel to the Governor In Washington, DC. In 1994, 1 received an honorary o>gree from 
the Unlversfty of Alaska, Anchoraga and have been commended twlce by me Ataska 
Legialatur».

Congress and federal agencles In D.C.. analyze and help formulale State polfcy on these 
issues, and advocate policy in appropriate federal forums. 

Q: What's unlojue about th« D.C. offlce? 

Some 38 states and territorb* have established offlces In D.C. The functtons of these offices 
vary widety, depending upon gubernatorial martdates, issues and budgets. 

The uniquen*ss of this office results from the issues we work on. Alaska is still a young atate 
wtth a comptex and evolving reJattonship to lho federal govemment, a large federal land 
mass, a major militan/ presence, and numerous federal program* designed to beneflt Alaska 
Natives and other citizens. 

Hence, wo deaJ wHt> a number of Issues that other states resoJved decades ago or that are 
unlque to us for reasons of geography or resource potential. Two good examples are 
Alaska's efforts to comrnerciallze North Slope natural gas and Ifie possible deslgnatjon of 
polar bears under the Endangerad Speciea Act. 

Q: What are some thlngs you tali Alaskans visiUng D.C? 
Every month. we meet with representath/es of local governments, Interest groups and 
individual Alaskans. Usualfy. they oome here for a specitic purpose. such as appropriations 
requests, and we disouss the merfts of these proposal* and hw Ihey might be nscerved by 
Congress or the federal agentiea. 

Often, we will take the opportuntty to dlscuss polides of the Palin admtnlstratJon that might 
be of Interest And, some folks want to know how to get to the dosent shopplng malls and 
museums. 

O: What are aome of the blg hwues that you are deallng wtth? 
The D.C. office works on the full spectrum of federal issues witri which the State is 
concemed. At any glven ttme, between 1 00 and 1 20 issues are active. About 60 percent of 
this workload involves legislalion In Congress, and the remainder concems mattars pending 
betora federal agencles and admlrtlstratlve tribunals. 

The offlce spends much of-to ttme on Alaska-specific natural resource and environmental 
matters. The remainder, among other issues, is devoted to heatth. jobs and famllies, 
education, transportatlon, appropriations and iotemattonal affairs. 

Q: How do you work wtth Alaska's CongresBlonal detegaUon? 

The Govemor's D.C. offlce is the primary contact with the Congressional detegation, This 

entals meetings, phone calls and emails virtuaHy every day with the detegation or staff. 

Often. we explaln admlnistrattbn poeition» on federal issues and seek conaensus wrth the 
Congressional daiegatton. We frequentiy work togather in developing strategy and 
advocating Alaska's interests. The office also responds to numerous requesta for factual 
informal Ion on partioilar Issues 

CK Earmarks have been tn the newa lately, wlll you expiain how earmarka work? 
The term "earmark* mesns dHferent thlngs to different people. We use this term to connote a 
sum of money for a spedflc project or program that is added to an appropriations bill by a 
memoar of Congress, often to.benefit that msmber's conitttuents. 

This year, Precident Bush and the Congressional leaderahlp have said that the total dollar 
amount and n umbar of earmarks muat be reduced signrficantty, Recognizing the 
ConstltuUonal authority of Congress to formulale the federal budget, Governor Paiin ha» 
responded to this direction by reducing the total number of State earmark requests from 54 
last year to 31 and from $550 mlllfon to kws than $200 mtlKon. 

Q: What questlons do you get the most about Alaska? 

This office is oriented toward public policy. So. most of the questions we get relate to poticy 
issues pending In Congress or the various federal agencies. 

At the moment we are receivJng a lot of inquires conceming energy issuea, such as ANWR. 
th» gas plpelln». and clean energy: the possible Usting of polar bears under the ESA; dimate 
change: appropriations: and fish and wildlif* concems. W» also recarve numerous ouesttons 
from people in the lower 46 states about the Permanent Fund. what ft is like to live in Alaska, 
and summer travel. 

Q: What are ttte most common impreaafona «f Alaska? 

For many Aniericans. Alaska is a myatertou» and intrtgulng place. They know that we 
possass vast quantffies of oil. gas. hardrock mineral» and ottwr natural resources that we 
are ready and wilBng to provide to the rest of the country. These same people also percerve 
Alaska at a state wtth vast wildemass and bountifuf Rsh and wAdllfe that shoukl be 
protected. 

The polis IVe seen show that a majority of Americam trust us to strika the rkjht balanoe 
between rssponeible devetopment and environnwntai protecrjon. tn «ddHton, they want to 
know more about our State and what our people think and do.

Washington D.C. Office oftha Governor 

Q: Will you tali us about yourself? 

After graduating from law school, I worked for 
Congressman Howard Pollock and then for 
Senator Ted Stevens before moving to Alaska 
in 1971. In 1972, 1 was appointed counsef to 
the Federat-State Land Use Planning 
Commission for Alaska, which was astablished 
by the Alaska Native Claims Setttement Act. 

have worked for the State of Alaska in various 
capacities for 29 years. In early 1979, 
Governor Hammond appointed me as his 
Speciat Counsel to represent Ataska's interest 
during Congressional consideration of the 
Alaska National Interest Lands Conservation 
Act. which was enacted in December, 1980. 

The Governor later asked me to serve as Commissioner of the Department of Natural 
Resources, where I remalned untii January, 1983. 

Sincs then, l have served slx Governors as Director of State-Federal Relations and Special 
Counsel to the Governor In Washington, DC. In 1994, 1 received an.honorary degree from 
the University of Alaska, Anchorage and have been commended twice by the Alaska 
Legislature. 

I appreciate the privilege of representing State interests in D.C. and of working on a wide 
variety of interesting and chaltenging issues. I also enjoy the opportunity to work with 
capable and dedicated people within the State administration and in the many Alaska groups 
and organizations that do busineas in D.C. 

Q: What do you miss most about Alaska? 

I am often homesick and say that D.C. is habttable es long as I never. think of it as homa. 
What I miss most is the opportunity to interact in person with my friends and colleagues in 
Alaska and the abilfty to experience quiet and solitude without traveling many miles to do so. 

Q: When waa Alaska's D.C. Office created? 

Alaska's office originalry was established by Governor Bill Egan in the earty 1970s. The 
responsibiUtles of the office have changed overtime in retation to State interests and the 
wishes of the incumbent Governor. 

Currently, the principal functions of the office are to identify and monitor issues which arise in 
Congress and federal agencies in D.C, analyze and help formulate State policy on these 
issues, and advocate policy in appropriate federal forums. 

Q: What's unique about the D.C. office? 

Some 36 States and tem'tories have established offices in D.C. The functions of these offices 
vary widely, depending upon gubernatorfal mandates, Issues and budgets. 

The uniqueness of this office resuits from the issues we work on. Alaska is still a young state 
with a complex and evolving relationship to the federal govemment, a large federal land 
mass, a major militan/ presence, and numerous federal programs deslgned to benefit Alaska 
Natives and other citizens. 

Hence, wa deal wtth a number of Issues that other states resohred decades ago or that are 
unkjue to us for reasons of geography or resource potentlal. Two good examples are 
Alaska's efforts to commerciallze North Slope natural gas and the possible designation of 
polar bears under the Endangered Specles Act 

G: What are some thlnga you tell Alaekans vlsiting D.C? 
Every month, we meet wrth representatrvea of local governments, Interest groups and 
individual Alaskans. UsuaHy, they come here for a specific purpose, such as appropriatlons 
requests, and we discuss the merits of these proposals and how they mlght be received by 
Congress or the federal agencies. 

Often, we will take the opportunity to discuss polkaes of the Palin administration that might 
be of interest And, some foiks want to know how to get to the closest shopping m alis and 
museums.

Q: What are some of the big Issues that you are deallng with? 

The D.C. office works on the full spectrum of federal issues with which the State is 
concerned. At arty glven time, between 100 and 120 issues are active. About 60 percent of 
this workload involves legislation in Congress, and the remainder concerns matters pending 
before federal agencles and administrative tribunate. 

The office spends much of its tjme on Alaska-specific natural resource and environmental 
matters. The remainder, among other issues, is devoted to health, jobs and families, 
education, transportation, appropriattons and intemational affairs. 

Q: How do you work with Alaska'* Congressional delegatlon? 

The Govemor"s D.C. office (s the primary contact with the Congressional delegation. This 
entails meetings, phone calls and emails virtualty every day with the delegation or staff. 

Often, we explain administration positjons on federal issues and seek consensus with the 
Congressional delegation. We frequently work together in developing strategy and 
advocating Aiaska's interests. The office also responds to numerous requests for factual 
Information on partlcular issues. 

Q: Earmarks have been In the newa lately, will you explaln how earmarks work? 
The term "earmark" means different things to different people. We use this term to connote a 
sum of money for a specific project or program that is added to an appropriations bill by a 
member of Congress, often to benefit that membei-s constftuents. 

This year, President Bush and the Congresskjnaf leadership have said that the total dollar 
amount and number of earmarks must be reduced significantiy. Recognizing the 
Constitutional authority of Congress to formulate the federal budget, Govemor Palin has 
responded to this direction by reducing the total number of State earmark requests from 54 
last year to 31 and from $550 million to less than $200 miilion. 

Q: What questiorn do you get the most about Alaska? 

This office is oriented toward publlc poiicy. So, most of the questjons we get relate to poticy 
issues pending in Congress or the various federal agencies. 

At the moment, we are receiving a lot of inqulres conceming energy issues, such as ANWR, 
the gas pipeltne, and clean energy; the posslble listing of polar bears under the ESA; climate 
change; appropriations; artd flsh and wikJIife concerns. We also receive numerous questions 
from people in the lower 48 states about the Permanent Fund, what it is like to live in Alaska, 
and summer travel. 

Q: What are the most common impressions of Alaska? 

For many Americans, Alaska is a mysterious and Intriguing place. They know that we 
possess vast quantitJes of oil, gas, hardrock minerals and other natural resouroes that we 
are ready and wiliing to provkJe to the rest of the country. These same people also perceive 
Alaska as a state with vast wildemess and bountiful Hsh and wildiife that should be 
protected. 

The polis l've seen show that a majority of Americans trust us to strike the right balance 
between responsible development and envlronmerrtal pratectton. In addition, they want to 
know more about our State and what our people think and do.

Sen. Ted Stevens complains that Gov. Palin's anti-earmark rhetoric is hurting 
Alaska's cause in Congress. It's harder for him to get federal funding for Alaska 
projects, he says, when critics can say your own state doesn't like earmarks. 

Maybe so. But the Palin administration hasn't said all earmarks are evil. It has 
merety scaled back the state's list of funding requests, using some sensible 
criteria, like whether the project involves any federal responsibiliry and has 
strong public support. 

The governor recognizes that legitimate federal funding requests may come 
from other sources, like local governments and the university. 

In short, when it comes to federal pork, Gov. Palin is talking about reduced 
portions, not going without. That's the reality these days, thanks to past 
earmarking excesses. Cutting the list of earmark requests and using tighter 
criteria to screen them should make it easier to defend the Alaska projects that 
do get federal funding.

Govemor, 

There is a hearing tomorrow on the unemployment insurance bilt. The bilt proposes to raise the average weekly 
unemployment benefit from $248 to $370. Alaska's unemployment insurance rates rank 48* lowest in the nation. 
The new amount if enacted would place Alaska in the middle of the pack. There have been numerous attempts 
over the years to adjust the rates but the unions and the business community have not been able to reach an 
agreement 

The blll has picked up more momentum this year. It may be due to the recent announcement about the employer 
rates being reduced and the lowest in many years. The current version of the bill would increase the amount of 
the employer paid insurance from $470 per employee per year in 2008 to $495 per employee per year in 2014. 
The net increase for employers would be $25 over 6 years. The 2014 amount at $495 is stili lower than the $584 
amount last year. The employee costs will remain flat for two years but will result in a $34 increase over 6 years. 

The state chamber and the assoclated general contractors support the bill. They belleve hlgher unemployment 
insurance will help with the high cost of living and result In a strong er workforce by maintaining workers to fiil
